At First “ Bozo” Meyers Displays Reluctance to Talk Until 
Assured No Criminal Charges Will Be Pressed Against 
Him — Snipes’ Sweetheart Butsts Into Fears at Plea for 
Death Sentence. 


EXPECT NIGHT SESSION OF COURT TO SPEED CASE 


DOYLESTOWN, May I 5. — The fate of William C. 
Snipes, of Philadelphia, charged with the slaying of Edward 
Guinda, proprietor of the Blue Spruce Inn at I revose, rested 
to a large extent today on the testimony of Carl ( ‘Bozo ) 
Myers, a former school mate and one time chum of Snipes. 
Carl ( “Bozo” ) Meyers, ll years old, of Lancaster, S. C., 
star witness for the Commonwealth in the murder trial of his 
boyhood chum, Vt illiam C. Snipes, also of Lancaster, took the 
witness stand in Bucks County Criminal C ourt yesterday and 
told ol the alleged murderer’s activities as a gunman. 
Displaying a reluctance to talk until assured by counsel 
that no criminal charges would be pressed against him, Mey­ 
ers, in jail since february I ) as a material witness, finally 
“opened up” and spoke freely. I Ie told how Snipes on (he 
morning of February 14 handed him $2 30 in cash in a Phila­ 
delphia restaurant and had admitted to him that it was money 
from a “stick-up in which “somebody was bumped off.” 
Preceding Meyers on the stand, Miss Marguerite E. i ry- 
on, private secretary in the Bucks C ounty District Attorney a 
office, read a number of alleged confessions made by Snipes 
when questioned by Assistant District Attorney J. Leslie Kil- 
coyne the day after the murder. 
The statements as read by 
the witness disclosed Snipes as having frequently repeated: 
“ I don’t know, I was drunk.’ 
The statement further accuses 
him of confessing that 
all I know is that I shot that fellow. 
I don’t know who it was. . . . We started out on the night 
of the I 3th. 
Two other fellows picked me up. I don t know 
where I went to . . . I had a gun with me. . . . 
Ibis is the 
gun I used to shoot that man with.
